Superintendent Journeys 
35,000 Miles in Year 


(BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, March %—In the 
largest district in Methodism, the 
Glacier Park ._ district, embracing 
45,000 square miles and running 
the whole length of Montana along 
the north side, or almost 675 miles

Charies G. Cole, district superin- 
tendent of the Glacier Park dis- 
trict, will present “The World 
Service Program of the Church” 
to the principal congregations of 
the district. 

Conferences will be held at Red 


Stone, March 12; Culbertson 
March 13; G March 14 
Havre, March 15; Shelby, March 


; Polson, March 17; 
March 18; Whitefish, March 19; 
Eureka, March 20; Libby, March 
91; Troy, March 22, returning to 
Chinook and Havre, on March 25. 
Within the district are four Indi- 
ean reservations, the Flathead 
Biackfeet, Fort Peck and Fort 
Belknap. Services are held in 
about 100 cOmmunities and the dis- 
trict superintendent last year 
traveled 29,000 miles by rail and 
6000 miles by automobile. There 
are 8600 members and seventy- 
five Gunday-schools with an enroll- 
ment of about 7000. There are 
forty-seven church buildings. The 
average salary of the twenty-seven 
preachers is $1600 a year and «a 
house. The church program is 
along modern programs, including 
religious education, community 
service, wholesale recreational ac- 
tivities, social service and evange!l- 
fem among both Indians and 
whites, Dr. Cole explained.

WASHINGTON, March 9%.—The 
January deliveries, of anthracite 
coal by dealers throughout the 
country exceeded receipts from the 
mines and hard-coal stocks on Feb- 
ruary 1 were the lowest on record, 
excepting only Sept. \1 and Oct. 1, 
1922, according to a summary of 
the fuel situation as of that date, 
compiled by Fuel Distributor Wad- 
leigh. 

On the other hand, bituminous- 
coal stock increased more than 
2,000,000 tons during the month of 
February, or a total increase of 
16,000,000 tons in the soft-coal re- 
serves since September, when min- 
ing was resumed. Approximately 
38,000,000 tons of bitum!nous coal 


were in the hands of commercia] 
a or in storage on Febru- 


res furnished the Federal 
fuel authorities by 371 dealers show 
that anthracite stocks declined 138 
per cent during the month of Janu- 
ary, or trom 402.407 tons to 361,- 
083 tons.

HORTAGE OF TIMBER 

Advocates of arbor weeks and tree 
planting days are moved chiefly by the 
hope of beantifying the landscape and 
transforming bald streets into shady ave- 
nues. Such activities, however, touch the 
fringe of a colossal economic problem that 
must arouse the interests of those who are 
stone deaf to the appeal of the artist or 
the plea of the post. 

To put it briefly, there is not only beauty, 
there is wealth in planting trees. 

This country, indeed, will have to tackle 
the problem of reforestation scientifically 
and on a national plan. So serious is the 
threatened shortage of wood pulp for mak- 
ing print paper that the Department of 
Agriculture is demanding a comprehensive 
policy to preserve and develop Ame 
timber supplies. 

Next month a Senate committee will tour 
all the forest regions of the country and 
later publish the results of its investiga- 
tions. If private enterprise will do nothing 
to save American industries, dependent on 
a domestic wood supply, from *he mercy 
of the foreigner, then in the public interes: 
the government will be compelled to go 
into the tree-planting business. 

As tentative measures Secretary Wallace 
has suggested fire protection and reduced 
taxes to stimulate replanting denuded areas 
and Federal acquisition and development 
of 81,000,000 acres of barren cut-over tim- 
berland.

Making quick money with no regard for 
the future has been the wasteful policy 
pursued toward our magnificéat primeval 
forests. They have been ruthlessly de 


-| stroyed to pile up city gold from the de- 


vouring saw pits. No effort has followed 
to repair the waste. So the country has 
reached a crisis calling for government in- 
tervention, 

Unless something is done, and done 
quickly, not only our print-paper industry 
will suffer, but the cost of building, furnish- 
ing and of every article in whose manu- 
facture wood is employed will be increased 
to prices never felt before. 

In Norway some thirty years ago a cer 
tain small town, not without protest at 
the time, planted a large section of munic- 
ipally owned land to spruce and larch. To- 
day from the timber cut annually from that 
land the townsfolk pay all their municipal 
expenses and by practicing scientific for- 
estry they will be free from taxation as 
long as the town exists. 

Germany for years under a system of 
state forestry maintained intact two of the 
finest forests in Burope while supplying 
all the timber needed for domestic use. 
A forest is not only a thing of beauty; {ft 
may a@iso be made a source of wealth. But 
not by paying enormous temporary divi- 
dends out of the capital. : 

A tree-planting campaign apparently 
rouses scant interest in our modern-day 
“Marthas,” ¢o busy about many tings. 
But when tn the years to come we have 
cofisumed eftirely one of our most valuable 
natural resources the harassed consumer 
will be wishing, when it is too late, that 


jhe had chosen the better way. 


SPOT OF EUROPE ‘ 

Czecho-Slovakia, the new Bohemian 
republic, continues to be the ond white spot 
on the continent of Europe. While the 
other European peoples afe occupied with 
external disputes or internal revolutions, 
the Czechs are growing rich. According 
to the last consular reports this country is 
producing about four times as much as is 
necessary for internal consumption. The 
balance of trade in ite favor ise unequaled 
anywhere in the rest of the world. 


Bohemia waited for nearly 500 years for 


independence. With thém it was a kind of 


national, racial religion. Now that the 
dream of the centuries has come true the 
Bohemians are working industrially to make 
the most of their opportunities. 

Whatever may be the opinion of the poll- 
cies of President Wilson fn the rest of the 
world, he is regarded in Bohemia as a 
great Mberator. A statue is to be erected 
to his memory in the square occupled by 
that of John Huss. The one represents to 
the Bohemians religious and the other na- 


tional liberty. Another American is to re- || 


ceive recognition in marble, one who is 


almost without honor in his own country, 


outside Texas. It ts none other than Col. 
House. He was the friend of the Czechs 
at Paris. He persuaded his chief that 
Ozecho-Slovakia could and should be free; 


and the President persuaded in turn the 


other Allied governments. 


Czecho-Slovakia borrowed money of the 
American government with which to set 


its republican government in operation; 


and Czecho-Slovakia bas not forgotten. 
Tho government has appointed a commis- 
sion to visit Washington and make arrange- 
ments for the repayment of the Czecho- 


Slovakian loan. 


In the midst of wars and rumors of wars 
this little country is setting a courageous 
example to the rest of Europe. The Czechs 
are showing the other peoples what they 
might do ff they would concern themselves 
less with politics and more with industry. 
The Crechs have been hit by the closing 
of the coal minés in the Ruhr, but they 
are wasting no time crying over it. They 
are making the most of the opportunities 
at hand. Perhaps the example of their 
prosperity tn the midst of almost univer- 
ES distress will not be lost on the rest of 
Europe

Think of it! Did Germany even think 
bed such measures as that In its eagerness 
leo pay off its obligations? Did stricken 
Belgium at its worst even dare to suggest 
such a thing’ Has starving Russia or the 
perishing Near East even hinted at such 
a drastic step to its ladies? 

Just after the World War, when clothes 
were fearfully high, France took over some 
clothing factories near Lille and put out 
standardized suits for men. That was to 
permit demobilized soldiers to buy suits 
for about $11 instead of having to pay $30 
to $40 for the same quality—but even then 
there were six styles and colors to select 
from end there was nothing compulsory 
about it. And that was for men only, mind 
you—-France never thought of attempting 
any such discipline on women. 

But Mussolini doesn’t suggest, doesn’t 
ask as a favor. He says the women of 
Italy must adopt the uniform of thrift.
